It is part of his plan for 
permanent national defenses, which plan

development and equipment of the army. 


Wilson Calls for Reports. 

The president has called for reports 
on the subject of national defense. These 
will be made to him personally by the 
heads of the war and navy departments, 
The fact that this action had been taken 
became known here tonight after the 
release for publication of the note to Ger- 
, many relating to submarine warfare. 

The president, in association with va- 
rious heads of departments, has been giv- 
ing consideration for some time to the 
preparation of a reasonable and edequate 
navel -program which he will propose 
to congress at the proper time. He will 
study this subject on his visit to Cornish, 


Drops German Discussion. 

For the time being the pres.dent feels 
that it is desirable to drop all discussion 
of the controversy with Germany now 
that the object of this week's visit to 
Washington has been accomplished, and 
he is turning to questions of permanent 
national pol.cy.

|_ TEXT OF UNITED STATES NOTE TO GERMANY. 


The Secretary of State 
| to Ambassador Gerard. 
: Department of State, 
Washington, July 21, 1915. 

* You are instructed to deliver textually the following noe to the 
minister for foreign affairs: | 

“The note of the imperial German government dated the 8th 
of July, 1915, has received the careful consideration of the govern- 
ment of the United States, and it regrets to be obliged to say that 
it has found it very unsatisfactory, because it fails to meet the real 
differences between the two governments and indicates no way in 
which the accepted principles of law and humanity may be applied in 
the grave matter in controversy, but proposes, on the contrary, ar- 
rangements for a partial suspension of those principles which vir- 
tually sets them aside.’ 


Recognition of U. S, Principles Noted. 


“ The government of the United States notes with satisfaction 
that the imperial German government recognizes without reservation 
the validity of the principles insisted upon in the several communica- 
tions which this government has addressed to the imperial German 
government with regard to its announcement of a war zone and the use 
of submarines against merchantmen on the high seas—the principle 
that the high seas are free, that the character and cargo of a mer- 


chantman must first be ascertained before it can lawfully be seized 
or destroyed, and that the lives of noncombatants may in. no case be 


put in jeopardy unless the vessel resists or seeks to escape after being | 


summoned to submit to examination; for a belligerent act of retalia- 
tion is per se an act beyond the law, and the defense of an act as 
retaliatory is an admission that it is illegal, 

“The government of the United States is, however, keenly dis- 
appointed to find that the imperial German government regards it- 
self as in large degree exempt from the obligation to observe these 
principles, even where neutral vessels are concerned, by what it be- 
lieves the policy and practice of the government of Great Britain to 
be in the present war with regatd to neutral commerce. 


Cannot Discuss Policy of Great Britain. 


The imperial German government will readily understand that 
the government of the United States cannot discuss the policy of the 
government of Great Britain with regard to neutral trade, except 
with that government itself, and that it must regard the conduct of 
other belligerent governments as irrelevant to any discussion with 
the imperial government of what this government regards as grave 
and unjustifiable violations of the rights of American citizens by Ger- 
man naval commanders, 

“Tllegal and inhuman acts, however justifiable they may be 
thought to be against an enemy who is believed to have acted in 
contravention of law and humanity, are manifestly indefensible when 
they deprive neutrals of their acknowledged rights, particularly when 
sa violate the right to life itself.

In the end, no 
doubt, that is the way it will be worked 
out. So the face of the vice president 
will be saved, and he will continue to 
serve as chief of staff. 

Old Follower of Yuan. - 

s Another case, only one degree less 
prominent, was that of Gen. Tuan Chi- 
jui. He was the minister of war and 
head of the army administration. He 
is an old and tried friend and follower of 
Yuan Shih-kai, having been chief mili- 
tary adviser to Yuan when the president 
was viceroy of the province of Chili under 
' the Manchus, 

He played the chief part in the reor- 
ganization of the northern army on mod- 
ern lines in 1910 and became viceroy of 
the Hukuang province when Yuan Shih- 
kal came to Peking in the fall of 1911— 
after the outbreak of the revolution—to 
endeavor to save the Manchu’ dynasty 
from ruin. 

After the success of the revolution Tuan 
Chi-jui threw in hie lot with Yuan Shith- 
kai and was the first minister of war of 
the republic. Then he was made military 
governor of Hupeh province and from 
there came back to the war department. 
All this goes to show that he is a man of 
prominence and ability. 


Stories Floating About Peking. 

There are a great many stories floating 
around Peking as to just what wenton in 
army circles during the critical days be- 
fore the acceptance of the Japanese ulti- 
matum. 

It is an undeniable fact that for a time 
the Chinese were greatly tempted to 
make a fight for it. Some of the high 
officials of the war department werevery 
busy for a while making dispositione of 
troops and’ planning out their campaign. 

They did not expect to be able defeat 
the Japanese, but they did hope to beable 
to prolong the war until such time as 
Europe, or some of it, would be free to 
come to their assistance. 

It may be that they got word that 
Europe was not seeking that kind of 
diversion. It may be that they con- 
cluded that there was no show for them. 
in any event. I have heard both stories 
on excellent authority and do not under- 
take to indicate, which is correct, Per- 
haps both are. | 

Anyway, they did not fight, and they 
did surrender tothe Japanese.

‘clude that the minister of war was in 
a very dangeroue state of health. 

‘Then there appeared a mandate from 
the president very regretfully accept- 
ing the resignation of Gen. Tuan and 
appointing one of his close friends and 
colleagues his successor. ‘The president 
went over the desperate symptoms of the 
general's illness, and strictly warned him 
to take a good long rest.

By all accounts he is in exceedingty 
good condition to enjoy every cent of the 
$5,000; much better condition, in truth, 
than he would have been in !f it had been 
plainly announced that he had been dis- 
missed from his post in response to the 
popular clamor for a scapegoat.

WE WHITE CHINESE. 

When it seemed that Germany and Austria were 
making a brave but hopeless fight against the 
allies, nearly all Americans of German birth or 
parentage, and a certain percentage of Americans 
without German blood, were pro-German. This 
was partly racial instinct, partly from sympathy 

with the supposed under dog, and partly from 
the realization that a crushing, devastating defeat 
such as seemed to threaten Germany during the 
jast winter might remove from the world some 
elements of German “kultur” (much derided 
word), that the world, and particularly our own 
country, would better preserve and imitate. 

But there has been a change in the military 
situation which cannot help affecting the thoughts 
of all Americans, whether ef German blood or not. 

If, owing to lack of munitions, the Russians are 
so decisively defeated as to be unable to resume 
the offensive effectively this summer, the Germans 
may transfer their troops to the western front in. 
sufficient numbers to inflict a crushing defeat upon 
France. 

On the ruins of that republic they may establish 
the outposts of a vast Teutonic imperium. The 
eagles of Wilhelm II. may fly over nearly as much 
land as and over more human beings than the 
eagles of Napoleon. . 

We do not think there is any doubt that the 
establishment of a terrific military empire in cen- 
tral Europe upon the body of the French republic 
would be fraught with deep menace to this republic. 

It begins now to be clear to all of us that the 
renson why we have been so long allowed to work 
out our destinies unhampered in‘ this hemisphere 
was because of the balance of power in Ewrope. 

If now, as seems possible, that balance is to be 
unbalanced, and if preponderant power is to go to 
a new and stronger German empire flushed with 
victory, this country may take thought for its own 
institutions. 

For if armed Europe could not resist the might 
of German legions, what hope would there be for us 
if conquering Germany frowned upon this so 
uation of white Chinamen? : 
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TELEPHONE GIRLS. 

If the intimate exposé of the telephone girl's life 
by the United States commission on industrial re- 
lations has the effect of reminding the average Chi- 
cagoan that he is dealing with just an ordinary 
human being when he picks up a receiver and tem- 
pers his demands accordingly, something of a very 
definite nature has been accomplished. . 

Of course, the inexplicable delays, interruptions, 
and surprises are most distressing and most dis- 
tracting in this age of nerves, but-so are they to 
the girl operator, who, after all, is at the most sensi- 
tive point in the! entire talking system, They are 
so annoying, in fact, that “nervous collapses are 
frequent occurrences at the switchboard. Hystér- 
ical attacks, after the limit of nerve endurance has 
been reached, are said to occur most frequently 
during the summer days, when the girl throws up 
her hands, screams, and faints at her work.” The 
operator's nerves haye to endure pleasantly for so 
many bours each day and for six days a week what 
the business man is unable to tolerate for a few 
_ moments, at the most. In dealing with and blaming 
the girl, it skould also be remembered that the 
standard set by the wage offered attracts a class of 
girls a little above the department store clerk in 
capability, except that they are subjected to a dis- 
cipline necessarily ten times stricter and a speed 
and concentration hardly. equaled anywhere in the 
industrial system. 

_ The six hour law and the minimum wage 
afd to the health and happiness of the girls’ lives 
and a little thoughtfulness on the part of telephone 
patrons might help a great deal, too. 


: FARM LIFE. 

Farmers and farmers’ boys have been crowding 
iuto the cities in alarming numbers during the last 
decade for the reason that the community leaders 
have refused to recognize that farmers are just 

_like other humans, with glowing social and cultural 
aspirations as well as ambitions to be physically and 
financially successful. It is patent that the average 

Chicago business man and his wife would not stay 
iu @ business of such definite limitations, which af 
the same time subjected them to the gibes of the 
more sophisticated. They would do just what the 


farmer has done and still is doing. 


The farm journals, educators, and country bankers 


are fully alive to the situation and are no longer be- 


wailing the trend of the times so much as they are 
preaching the necessity of rounding out the farm life 
te interesting dimensions. The instinctive craving 
for secial intercourse which the rural telephone, 
rural free delivery, parcel post, and better roads 
have partly satisfied must also have better schools 
and @ more organized community life, as Dr. Clarence 
Woe bes recently pointed out. After showing that 
the farmers are leaving the prosperous as well as 
the unprosperous farming communities because of the 
rural isolation, he cites the experiment undertaken 
by the farmers of Sampson county, North Carolina. 

“They have their community league, their farm- 
ers’ clab, which is very strong, and also their farm 
women’s club,” he says. “In that one county they 
have sixteen farm women's clubs, which are doing 
more than anything else to arouse the people. The 
farmers’ clubs can only take in farmers, so a com- 
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they meet to discuss everything that looks te the up- 
building of the community, having committees on 


conditions. They also have adopted the five teacher 
system for the county school, to take the place of 
the one teacher plan which is go common and also so 
inefficient. A playground park and buildings have 
been planned.” | 
When the educational 
rural districts have been brought up to city standard 
the farmer and his family may remain im the coun- 
try. Until then efforts should be directed to bring- 
ing about community incorporation rather than con- 
tinuing the attack upon the results of lonesome 
isolation, |

“PROBLEMS ABOUT WAR.” 
[From America. ] 

War is a sad affair, unlovely and unlovable. 
But for all that it is not an evil in itself and 
sometimes it becomes a duty which a sovereign 
state cannot shirk without grave injustice to its 
citizens. In view of this truth certain phases of 
the peace campaign now so popular amongst us 
are deplorable. 
false, the methods employed are pernicious to the 
last degree. Sad enough It is 
morale of adults diminishing year after year by 
force of sinister influence; but when an attempt 
Is made to pervert the uncritical soul of childhood 
by an appeal to instincts which, though good in 
themselves, are yet of an inferior order then in- 
deed it is time to take pause and ask if a nation 
can afford to tolerate an ethic that will give to it 
a heritage of men half knit of soul, untrue to 
the highest obligation of a citizen. The “Car- 
negie endowment for international peace” is car- 
rying on a campaign of the nature described. It 
has issued a pamphlet for “classes in arithme- 
tic,” “designed to lay before young people in the 
elementary schools, at the most impressionable 
age, the fact of the wastefulness of war.” Here 
are some specimens of the problem: | 

1. There are 300,000 Boy Scouts in America, and 
$30 on an average would give each of them a 
camping trip and a scout suit this year. We 
spent on our war department $173,522,804 last 
year. This amount would pay these expenses of 
the Boy Scouts for how many years? _— 

2. Most boys would like to go to a ball game 
every week. If a boy went to a game every 
week for @ season of twenty weeks, and took a 
50 cent seat, how much would it cost for the sea- 
son? The amount which we spent on our navy 
last year, $139,682,186, would pay for tickets for 
how many boys? .. . 

This is a shameful exhibition of ethical per- 
version made in the name of a “broader patri- 
otism and higher ideals.” Moreover, the appeal 
is sordid; pleasure is exalted at the expense of 
patriotism, and the ipeautious child is led to esti- 
mate “scout suits,” bats and balls, tennis rack- 
ets, and the cinema above those things that are 
at once the expression and defense of the lofty 
patriotism which puts country first and pleasure 
last. Pacifism is a blessing, but pacifism will 
never come from “Carnegie endowment” ethics;

He has the blood of the Plantagenet 
monarchs of England in his veins. Al- 
though he bears the same arms and 
the same patronymic as the great Earl of 
Warwick, the “king maker,” he is de- 
scended, not from that most famous of 
all Nevills, but from Sir Edward Nevill, 
an uncle of the “king maker,” and 
through his mother a great-grandson of 
Edward III. 

This Sir Edward Nevill was created 
Lord Bergavenny in 1450, having inher- 
ited the castle and lands of Bergavenny 
through his wife, granddaughter and 
heiress of William Beauchamp, Lord of 
Bergavenny. 

From that time forth the barony of 
Bergavenny has descended without in- 
terruption in the male line of the Nevills, 
the seventeenth baron being promoted to 
an earldom at the beginning of the eight- 
eenth century, while the present and fifth 
earl and twenty-first baron, father of 
Lord Richard Nevill, was reised to a 
marquisate in 1878. It was the ninth 
baron who in the reign of James 1. 
changed the name of his title from Ber- 
gavenny to Abergavenny. 

The old marquess’ name ts pronounced 
as if written Abergenny. He was for 
many years president of the Conservative 
Union of England, and it was in his car- 
riage that the late Lords Beaconsfield 
and Salisbury made their triumphant 
entry into London, when they returned

home from the congress of Berlin in 1878, 
proclaiming “ peace with honor.”

Lom Richard Nevill, who occupies the 
place on the Duke of Connaught's staff 
held by the late Maj. Rivers Bulkeley, 
killed in action in France, has had a con- 
siderable amount of colonial experience. 
After being educated at Eton and at 
Magdalen college, Cambridge, he was 
priva’2 secretary and A. D. C., first of 
all to the governors of Victoria and of 
South Australia and afterwards to suc- 
cessive governors general of the Aus- 
tralian commonwealth, besides acting as 
chief of their household with the title of 
chamberlain. He is now at the head of 
the Duke of Connaught’s household at 
Ottawa. 

He was born at Eridge castle, his 
father’s ancestral home in Sussex, a grand 
old place, which has been in the un- 
: interrupted possession of the family for 

more than five centuries, 

Some idea of its extent may be gath- 
ered from the fact that the driveways 
and roads cut through the park exceed 
seventy miles in length.

He 
belongs to that particular branch of the‘ 
historic house of Stanhope of which Lord 
Harrington is the chief, being a great- 
grandson of the third earl, a house which 
has among itg other representatives in 
the house of lords the Barl of Ches- 
terfield, Lord Weardale, and the Earl of 
Stanhope. In fact, Aubrey Stanhope’s 
name will be found in “ Burke’s” and 
other standard peerages in the pages de- 
voted to the Barls of Harrington.

Aubrey Stanhope deserves to be classed 
with those Britons who have distinguished 
themselves in the present war by cham- 
pioning the foes of the land of their 
birth, namely, Sir Roger Casement, a 
veteran of the English consular service, 
and Houston Stewart Chamberlain, au- 
thor of a pro-German, anti-British ar- 
ticle in the current number of the North 
American Review, who was recently dec- 
orated by the kaiser with the Iron Cross, 
not for services in the fleld as a soldier, 
but for his series of savage articles as- 
saulting Great Britain in the German 
newspapers and reviews, holding it up 
to Teutonic obloquy. 

He is the son of the late Admiral Wil- 
liam Charles Chamberiain of the royal 
navy. His mother was a daughter of 
Capt. Basil Hall of the same service. 

He was educated in England at Chelten- 
ham college. After having been rejected 
for the English army as medically unfit, 
he took up his residence in Germany, 
where he married Eva Wagner, younger 
daughter of the composer, Richard Wag- 
ner, and since then hes made hie home 
under the roof of his widowed mother. 
in-law, Mme. Cosima Wagner, tm the 
Villa Wehnfried at Bayreuth. 

Of course there are some Germans do- 
ing the same sort of thing in England. 
For instance, among the most vigorous 
assailants in the Engli#h press of Ger 
many’s cause and policies is J. Bilis Bar- 
ker, @ native of Cologne, where he was 
brought up as the son of one of the 
leading physicians. His former patro- 
nymic was Eltzbacher. On eecuring 
English naturalization a few years ago 
he transformed it into Ellis Barker.

The French Duke of Avaray is to be 
pitied. After having been compelled to 
engage in legal action egainst his for- 
mer wife on account of her extravagance, 
proceedings which culminated in a dis- 
solution of bis marriage, he has now been 
obliged to join his brother, Count Elie

travagance of their aged and widowed 
mother, Ducheas Armande @’Avaray, now 
in her 80th year, and who, most pious, 
conservative, and averse to everything in 
the nature of extravagance throughoutall 
her long life, has lately, as an octogena- 
rian, developed the most extrac 
disregard for money and is absolutely 
squandering her fortune. 

She has now been divested by the French 
courts of all control thereof and has 
been placed under the guardianship of 
her two sons. 

Before having recourse to this extreme 
step, the duke endeavored to fulfill his 
mother’s obligations, and it was with 
this object fn view that he sold in New 
York in January last his valuable col- 
lection of tapestries laces, fans, fur- 
niture, and artistic bric-a-brac.

“Chicago is too fast,” sald Judge Ar- 
thur J. Gray yesterday after he had im- 
posed fines on more than 200 automobile 
speeders. “ But as long as I am running 
the speeders’ court I will slow ‘em down a 
bit. It is» just as dangerous to run an 
auto forty miles an hour in Chicago as it 
is to fire a bullet down Michigan avenue. 
In fact, a man with a speed ‘bug’ is 
more of a menace than a man with a gun. 

“There ought to be a jaw that would 
send a man to jail if he traveled through 
the streets faster than thirty miles an 
hour. I will fine every speeder brought 
into my court, whether he is a peddler or 
a@ millionaire. 
not count. The best thing they can do is 
to walk right up and hand over their 
money.”’ 7 

War on “Fixers.” 

Speeders are not the only ones who 
came in for a share of the judge’sire. He 
also declared a war on the “ fixers " and 
pol.ticians who usually infest courtrooms. 
Judge Gray is the County judge at Savan- 
na, Ill., and is holding the emergency 
court in Chicago. He has been in the 
speeders’ court for twenty-eight days and 


has collected almost $20,000 in fines. His 


attention was called to the activities of 
“fixera"’ when a clerk in the bailiff's 
office asked him to be lenient with one 
of the defendants.

“ Now listen to me,”’ he said. “ If there 
are any tin horn politicians or profes- 
sional ‘fixers’ in this room I want them 
to clear out immediately. Don’t let me 
catch any one trying to get a fine reduced 
or a light fine imposed, If there are any 
clerks or bailiffe from any other part of 
the bullding here I will give them just two 
minutes to get back to the duties they 
are being paid to perform.”
